2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claims 1-13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

(a) Claim 1 , it is not clear what is meant by "a process demanding a real time 
property". There is no description of such a property in the specification. 

(b) Claim 1 , It is not clear whether the process on the communication data and 
parameters is not demanding the real time property. 

(c) Claim 5, the same as (a) and (b). 

4. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 

Cline taught a method of using a processor for processes demanding real time 
property and a different processor for processes not demanding the real time property. 

Heil taught a method of using processors for isochronous data and processor for 
nonisochronous data. 

Ducateau et al taught a method of using real time executive kernel in a 
multiprocessor system. 
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Kobavashi et al taught a method of using a multitask control processor coupled 
to a real time processor. 

Ding et al taught a method of using a processor for real time processes in 
multimedia communication.
